Provincial Aid for Agricultur- 
al Instruction in the Public 
and High Schools 


The Hon. J R Boyle, Minister of 
Education, has announced that the 
order-in-council providing for 
special provincial aid for technical 
education was passed on Monday, 
November 2nd. The details re- 
garding the schedule of grants and 
regulations are now being forwarded 
to the school boards and teachers 
throughout the province 

The plan adopted provides for 
special grants (a) to school boards, 
to assist them in providing the 
necessary equipment and in main- 
taining the classes, and (b) to the 
teachers to encourage them to 
qualify for the special instruction 
and give satisfactery service therein 
after having qualified. 

In rural and village districts 
while assistance is given for in- 
struction in manual training and 
household science, special emphasis 
is placed on instruction in agricul- 
ture and gardening. In town dis- | 
tricts the encouragement of instruc- 
tion in household science and man- | 
ual training receives special! 
attention, while that in agriculture 
and its related sciences is also pro- 
vided for. In the cities the plan 
provides for the greatest proportion- 
ate aid being given toward the 
development of night class instruc- 
tion and pre-vocational, vocational 
and technical day classes. Substan- 
tial aid is given also for the envour- 
agement of night class instruction 
in the smaller communities, partic- 
ularly in the industrial and mining 
centres. 

In all cases the local organization

provided, the courses of instruction 
and the instructors must be} 
approved by the department of edu- 
cation before the grants may be 
paid. In order that the quality of 
instruction may he maintained at 
a high standard, the teachers of the 
various special subjects and courses 
will have to meet the requirements 
of the Department of Education 
before being recognized for grant 
purposes. For the more advanced 
work qualified specialists will receive 
due recognition upon application to 
the Department of Education. For 
the elementary phases of the work 
in various subjects the teachers, not 
already qualified, 
necessary training at the summer 
schoo! for teachers.

antee of the government that they will | 
not only be paid in gold, but that all 
their war risks will be covered.

right of kings,” in the Occidental | 
world, has long glared impotently at 
Alvert, King of Belgium. His casual 
democracy, ‘his undoubted business 
ability and his manner of dealing with 
the Socialists os that the Socialists 
cutsing most labor conditions, paused 
to praise their ruler, has worried them} 
almost into prostration. The fact re-} 
mains that he has brought the coun- 
try to a wonderful state of prosperity 
and the state railroads, under his di-| 
rect supervision, have become a little 
more profitable than any in this coun 
try.

veloping. A ~ ar risk office was im- 
mediately opened and a rate of five 
per cent. quoted. Day by day follow 
ed, and though it was known that sev 
eral German cruisers were — still at 
large, no news was received of any 
loss. Gradually the confidence of ship- 
owners and shippers was re-establish-

‘SOMBRE SOLDIERS: 
WITH THE ALLIES 


NATIVE TROOPS OF AFRICA ARE 
FIGHTING FOR THE FRENCH ~ 


Black and Yellow Soldiers Who Live 
Under the French Flag Are Now 
Rendering Valiant Service—Are Vet- 


crans of Previcus Wars. 
No troops fighting under the Trt- 
color have resisted more des jperate- 


ly the German advance than have the 
Turcos. On at least one occasion 
their charge put to utter rout an op 
posing body of Germans. On another 
occasion they were able to get close 
to the German lines before it was dis- 
covered that they were enemies, their 
khaki uniform having deceived the 
Germans, who thought it was the dull 
grey of their own men. In chargiig 
home the y have exhibited an impetu- 
osity that quite equals the best Frene 
traditions and there seems every rea- 
son to believe that when properly led 
they will be among the most valuable 
soldiers that can be en ployed against 
the common foe, The Turcos are the 
native black and yellow troops of 
Africa.who live under the French flag. 
Many of them are of Arab blood and 
fo fight is as natural for them as y 
eat. Moreover, France, like Britain, 
has employed native troops for two 
senerationg. to put down risings of 
hostile natives and the Tureos will 
have more right to call themselves 
veterans than any of the soldiers 
fighting in the kaiser’s army 

Nor is this the first time they have 
been employed on European soil. In 
the Franco-Prussian war, France calls 
ed upon some of her legions from Al- 
giers and if she had ealled upon more 
of them it is possible that the war 
would have had a different ending. At 


Wisenburg the Turcos drove back the 
German infantry With heavy lo end 
under McMahon at Worth they hac « 
ed their way through the solid Ger 
man ranks Although they were not 
then fighting for their fatherland the 
rene i blacks displayed all the quali- 
ties necessary in a soldier. Since then 
they have been brought closer to 
France. The policy of the snch £ov- 
ernment has been to impress the na- 
tives in her colonies with the mag 
nisicence and importance: of the 
French nation. It {is only a few 
month ago that, in pursuance of this 
Wise policy, the French war office 
brought several companies of Sene 
gambians to Paris. It was said that 
the idea was to show the citizens of 
France what magnificent specimens of 


manhood were to be found in the 
French colonies. The real reason for 
the visit was to impress ‘he native 
‘troops with the magnificence of 
France 

Their appearanse excited a tremen 
dous furore They became society 
pets, were taken everywhere, shown 
everything, and honors were show- 
ered upon them Naturally enough, 
when they went home they loudly 
sounded the praises of the Frene's 
people, and are Baia. to have aroused 
great enthusia.m among the entira 
native population. It is partly sa 
} result of this enthusiasm that from 
Dahomey, Algeria, Senegambie, Mo- 


rocco, French Guinea and the Freneh 
Congo have come to the French war 
office requests from thousands and 
tens of thousands of natives who 


desire the privilege of going to Franca 


and repelling the German invader 
Thinking, as most of us do, of the 
incomparable extent of British colo- 
nial possessions, we lose sight of the 
fact that in Africa alone the French 
flag ies over more than $0,000,000 
people. This is a tremendous reser- 
voir, upon which France may draw 
for years, should the war last that 
long 
How many thousands of drilled 
ack and yeilow froops France could 
e in the field is not konwn. The 
army decree of December, 1900, un 


doubtedly contemplated the use of tha 


native troops in Murope By that 
order the French colonial army was 
reorganized, and while it was stated 
that the organization was chiefly for 
the defence of the colonies, it waz 
provided that these troops might as 
called upon for service in any part of 
the world where French interés‘s 
were at stake When the French 
brought the Turcos and Sphasi to Mur 
ope in 1870, there was very general 
criticism of the act, based upon the 
Zrounds that there was something 
barbarous in the idea of pitting blac 


men against whites. It 
out that the success of the blacks was 
a disaster to be guarded against even 
more than their failure. If they were 
taught that ther could defeat one 
race of white men, they might become 
seized of the idea that they could also 
defeat any other race, and might even 
turn ainst France 

This idea was put forward again
